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Introduction 


This  summary  supersedes  the  recently  issued  preliminary  report  on  Pacific 
Coast  canned  fruit  prices  and  shipments. The  earlier  report  included  esti- 
mated preliminary  data  on  canners'  shipments  for  1962-63  and  was  issued  to  pro- 
vide the  industries  with  the  latest  available  information.    This  report  includes 
and  is  based  on,  final  and  complete  data  on  f.o.b.  prices  and  movements  of  the 
various  fruits.    Where  final  or  complete  data  are  not  available  (exports),  esti- 
mates are  provided  and  used  in  this  report.    The  results  and  data  presented  here 
are  issued  to  provide  the  industry  and  governmental  and  private  marketing  organi 
zations  with  materials  used  in  the  discussion  and  formulation  of  marketing  poli- 
cies, plans,  and  programs.  | 

The  report  first  presents  summary  highlights  on  the  industry  average  f.o.b. 
price  experience  and  on  the  f.o.b.  shipments  by  canners  during  1962-63.  Then 
are  summarized  economic -statistical  relationships  of  the  average  f.o.b.  prices 
to  major  market  influences  for  canned  cling  peaches,  pears,  freestone  peaches, 
and  apricots.    Sources  of  the  data  and  their  characteristics  are  noted  before 
the  industry  statistics  are  given  in  tables  which  incorporate  the  basic  data 
and  the  results  of  the  f.o.b.  price  analyses.

Also,  it  is  estimated  that  some  13,iK)0,000  cases  (2U  No.  2^  basis)  of  pine- 
apple moved  into  trade  channels  through  packers '  and  Importers '  shipments  for 
domestic  civilian  consumption. 
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F.O.B.  Price  Relationships 

In  addition  to  providing  the  basic  marketing  information  sximmarized  above 
and  in  the  attached  tables,  this  report  presents  the  resxilts  of  statistical 
analyses  of  the  major  factors  which  are  related  to  the  industry  average  f.o.b. 
prices  of  canned  cling  peaches,  i)ears,  apricots,  and  freestone  peaches.  The 
major  price-affecting  factors  include  the  commercial  movement  from  canneries, 
the  level  of  national  disposable  personal  income,  and  the  relative  level  of 
prices  of  canned  fruits  competing  with  the  respective  canned  fruits.  Those 
price-influencing  factors  are  shown  in  tables  appended  to  this  report.  The 
f.o.b.  price  relationships  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 
Canned  Cling  Peaches 

A  change  of  10  percent  in  the  total  commercial  or  domestic  com- 
mercial movement  (2k  No.  2^  basis)  of  California  canned  cling  peaches, 
considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  a  change  in 
the  opposite  direction  of  about  3  percent  in  the  f.o.b.  price  (choice. 
No.  2|-)  of  canned  cling  peaches.  | 

An  increase  of  10  percent  in  the  index  of  disposable  income,  con- 
sidered by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  an  increase  of 
about  12  percent  in  the  f.o-b.  price  (choice.  No.  2^)  of  canned  cling 
peaches. 

A  change  of  10  percent  in  the  adjusted  index  of  prices  of  compet- 
ing canned  fruits,  considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied 
by  a  change  in  the  same  direction  of  about  11  percent  in  the  f.o.b J 
price  (choice.  No.  2|-)  of  canned  cling  peaches.  j 
Differences  between  the  actual  f.o.b.  prices  of  canned  cling  peaches  (choice. 
No.  2^)  and  those  accounted  for  by  the  statistical  analysis  are  given  in  Table  5 
of  this  rei»rt. 
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Canned  Pears 

A  clmnge  of  10  percent  in  the  connnercial  domestic  movement 
{2k  No.  2^  basis)  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  pears,  considered  by  it- 
self, was  on  the  avereige  accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  opposite 
direction  of  about  3  percent  a  case  in  the  f .o.b.  price  (choice.  No. 
2^)  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  pears. 

An  increase  of  10  percent  in  the  index  of  disposable  income, 
considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  an  increase 
of  about  13  percent  a  case  in  the  f .o.b.  price  (choice.  No.  2^)  of 
Pacific  Coast  canned  pears. 

A  change  of  10  percent  in  the  adjusted  index  of  prices  of  com- 
peting canned  fruits,  considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average 
accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  same  direction  of  about  11  percent 
a  case  in  the  f .o.b.  price  (choice.  No.  2^)  of  Pacific  Coast  canned 
pears . 

Differences  between  the  actual  f.o.b.  prices  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  pears 
(choice.  No.  2^)  and  those  explained  by  the  statistical  analysis  are  given 
in  Table  9  of  this  report. 
Canned  Apricots 

A  change  of  10  percent  in  the  commercial  domestic  movement 
{2k  No.  2^  basis)  of  California  canned  apricots,  considered  by  it- 
self, was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  opposite 
direction  of  about  3  percent  in  the  f.o.b.  price  (choice.  No.  2^)  of 
canned  apricots. 

A  change  of  10  percent  in  the  index  of  disposable  income,  con- 
sidered by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  a  change  in  the 
same  direction  of  about  8  percent  in  the  f.o.b.  price  (choice.  No.  2^) 
of  canned  apricots. 


A  change  of  10  percent  in  the  adjusted  index  of  prices  of  com- 
peting ceuined  fruits,  considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accom- 
p«inied  by  a  change  in  the  same  direction  of  about  7  percent  in  the 
f.o.b.  price  (choice.  No.  2^)  of  canned  apricots. 
Differences  between  the  actual  f.o.b.  prices  of  canned  apricots  (choice.  No.  2^) 
sind  those  explained  by  the  statistical  analysis  are  given  in  Table  13  of  this 
report . 

Ceinned  Freestone  Peaches 

A  change  of  500,000  cases  in  the  commercial  domestic  movement 
{2k  No.  2^  basis)  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  freestone  peaches,  consid- 
ered by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  a  change  in  the 
opposite  direction  of  about  k'i  cents  a  case  in  the  f.o.b.  price 
(fancy.  No.  2g-)  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  freestone  peaches. 

An  increase  of  10  percent  in  the  index  of  disposable  income, 
considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  an  increase 
of  about  5I+  cents  a  case  in  the  f.o.b.  price  (fancy.  No.  2^)  of 
Pacific  Coast  canned  freestone  peaches. 

A  change  of  10  points  in  the  adjusted  index  of  prices  of  com- 
peting canned  fruits,  considered  by  itself,  was  on  the  average 
accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  same  direction  of  about  26  cents  a 
case  in  the  f.o.b.  price  (fancy.  No.  2^)  of  Pacific  Coast  canned 
freestone  peaches. 

A  change  of  500,000  cases  in  the  indicator  of  other  supply 
(24  No.  2^  basis)  of  canned  freestone  peaches,  considered  by  itself, 
was  on  the  average  accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  opposite  direction 
of  about  15  cents  a  case  in  the  f.o.b.  price  (fancy.  No.  ^)  of 
Pacific  Coast  canned  freestone  peaches. 


Differences  between  the  actiial  f.o.b.  prices  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  freestone 
peaches  (fancy,  No.  2^^)  and  those  accounted  for  by  the  statistical  analysis  are 
given  in  Table  17  of  this  report. 

The  user's  attention  is  invited  to  some  innovations  introduced  in  the  analy- 
ses summarized  in  this  issue  of  the  report.    These  innovations  reflect  economic - 
statistical  investigations  carried  on  to  improve  the  adequacy  and  usefulness  of 
the  report.    For  California  canned  cling  peaches,  f.o.b.  total  commercial  move- 
ment is  introduced  as  a  determining  variable.    The  use  of  f.o.b.  total  commer- 
cial movement  (which  includes  exports)  in  place  of  f.o.b.  domestic  commercial 
movement  (which  excludes  exports)  is  called  for  in  view  of  the  significant 
volume  of  exports  in  recent  years.    For  Pacific  Coast  cemned  freestone  peaches, 
as  a  determining  variable,  there  has  been  introduced  an  "other  supply  indicator" 
reflecting  the  canned  pack  of  canned  freestone  peaches  in  states  other  than  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

Data 

Although  the  sources  of  the  data  on  which  this  report  is  based  are  indicated 
in  the  footnotes  of  the  various  tables,  the  following  supplementary  explanations 
may  be  noted  for  the  I962-63  prices,  movement  data,  and  other  economic  information 
used  in  the  analyses. 

The  f.o.b.  prices  of  cling  peaches,  pears,  freestone  peaches,  fruit  cocktail, 
and  apricots  are  industry  average  prices  reflecting  cannery  operations.  The 
f.o.b.  prices  for  canned  pears  and  freestone  peaches  reflect  operations  of  can- 
neries in  the  Pacific  Northwest  as  well  as  in  California.    The  canned  pear  and 
freestone  peach  prices  for  the  Northwest  were  collected  through  the  Northwest 
Canners  and  Freezers  Association  and  for  California  were  collected  through  the 
Canners  League  of  California.    The  1962-63  price  data  for  cling  peaches,  fruit

cocktail,  and  canned  apricots  vere  also  collected  throu^  the  Canners  league 
of  California.  The  parice  data  for  Havaiian  pineapple  are  based  on  published 
quotations  supplemented  "by  trade  infoimation.  I 

The  data  on  canner  stocks  and  movement  are  hased  on  reports  issued  by  the 
following  agencies:    for  cling  peaches  and  fruit  cocktail,  the  Cling  Peach  Ad- 
visory Board;  for  apricots,  California  canned  pears,  and  California  canned  free- 
stone peaches,  the  Canners  league  of  California;  and  for  Northvest  canned  pears 
and  freestone  peaches,  the  Northwest  Canners  and  Freezers  Association.    The  move- 
ment data  for  canned  pineapple  -were  derived  from  trade  sources.  | 

The  index  of  Itoited  States  disposable  personal  inccnie  is  based  on  reports 
issued  by  the  U.  S.  Depairtment  of  Canmerce,    The  levels  of  competing  canned  fruit 
prices  for  each  of  the  fnruits  are  measured  by  indexes  constructed  as  indicated 
in  Tables  6,  10,  lU,  and  l8  appended  to  this  report.    Exports  are  based  on  U.  S. 
Department  of  Ccoimerce  reports,  and  United  States  government  purchases  are  based 
on  releases  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Departments  of  Agric\jlture  and  Defense.
